“simply cutting the meat and hand- 
ing it over the counter to you, as- 
suming no risk whatever.” 

The witness also cited beef quo- 
tations at Boston, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh and other large cities, 
showing that, although the price of 
dressed beef to the retailers declined 
on an average of 25 per cent. at 
those points from July 1 to July 15, 
there Was an average decrease of 
only 8 per cent. to the consumer. 

“These figures clearly show.” in- 
terjected Senator Capper of Kansas, 
a member of the committee, “that 
the retailer, or the man who is sell- 
ing over the counter, is profiteering.”

REDUCTION IN PRICES.

| CHICAGO, July 81.—No mate-

Damage to the corn crop in the 
ast three days has Leen so serious, 
according to reports, that the yield 
this year is likely to prove less than 
average domestic requirements of 
2,800,000,000 bushels. 


Heavy reductions in the yield of | 


wheat in this country and Canada, 
as well as in oats, rye and barley, 
in connection with the prospective 
demands of Europe, is taken as in- 
dicating that all foodstuffs will re- 
main as high as at present or go 
still higher. 

Some months ago the United 
States guaranteed wheat price was 
about the highest in the world. Now 
this country is the lowest. In 
Buenos Aires, Argentina, where 
wheat was below $1 per bushel a 
few months ago, it is now $2.37 5-8, 
a gain of 9% cents from Saturday, 
making the cost in New York 


‘1 $3.22 


The world’s wheat price has been 
forced to readjust to a basis with 
this country. It is the history of 


the grain trade that the control of 
19 per cent. of the crop would de- 
termine the price. The United 
States controls 25 per cent. of the 
total world’s crop. Australian 
prices are a little below $1.50 per 
bushel, but owing to scarcity of 
ocean tonnage, the wheat there is 
not readily available, and some of 
it is zeolne to India, which has been 
suffering from famine. Japan has 
also bought wheat there, 
WHEAT CROP IS SHORT. 


Threats of Congressiona] action 
on the high cost of living, accord- 
ing to those who have analyzed con- 
ditions, fall flat when the world’s 
situation is taken into account. 
The wheat crop, based on present 
threshing reports, indicate that the 
final yield for this country may fall 
to 1,000,000,000 bushels, and a few 
even place estimates lower.

The President is understood to 
have been deeply impressed by the 
Statement presented to him yester- 
day by Warren 8S, Stone, chief of 
the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, describing the unrest over the 
country because of the decreased 
purchasing power of the dollar. 

In this connection, it . became 
known today that the Order of Rall- 
way Trainmen had presented to the 
Railroad Administration a_ state- 
ment similar to that of the en-

less immediate steps were taken to 
reduce living costs. 


“AN ENDLESS CHAIN.” 


The high cost of living was de- 
bated in the Senate today during 
consideration of a resolution pro- 
posing reduction of the amount of 
currency in circulation. 

Senator Meyers, Democrat, Mon- 
tana, said the amount of money in 
eirculation was partly responsible for 
present conditions, adding that high 
living costs were “productive of 
Bolshevism and anarchism.” 

Referring to the requests of rail- 
road employees for increased wages, 
Senator Myers said increases in 
wazes invariably were followed by 
advances in living costs, thus creat- 
ing “an endless chain.” 

Senator Poindexter, Republican,

TIME LIMIT IS SET. 


William G. Lem president of the 
Brotherhood of lilway Trainmen, 
announced today that unless the 
Railroad Administration had taken 
action by October 1 on the demands 
of the brotherhood that wager of 
the trainmen either be increazed or 
the cost of living reduced, steps 
looking to the enforcement of the 
demand would be taken. 

Mr. Lee said a resolution con- 
taining this declaration, which bad 
been adopted last night by the spe- 
cial committee of sixteen appointed 
at the recent convention of the 
trainmen at Columbus, 9., would be 
sent to the Railroad. Administration. 
The resolution provided that in the 
absence of action by October 1, the 
committee would reconvene to con- 
sider ‘the necessity for using the pro- 
tective features of the brotherhood.” 

The committee represented 450,- 
600 men. Two broad subjects were 
up for consideration—creation of a 
national agreement and a “very sub- 
stantial” increase in wages to meet 
increased living costs, which the 
committee said had caused a serious 
‘state of unrest among the shop- 
men. 

“We are now officially assured by 
the director-general that the- Raif- 
road Administration will sien na- 
tional agreement,” said the telegram 
to the shopmen. “An earnest effort 
is now being made by the director- 
general to give us definite tnforma- 
tion at earliest possible moment as 
to position of Hailroad Administra- 
tion regarding wage matters. 

“There must be no stoppage of 
work during these negotiations.” 

UPHEAVAL I8 NEAR 

Mr. Lee made public an abstract 
of the report of hearings recently 
held by the board of railroad wages, 
on the trainmen’s demands, at 
which he declared an “upheaval” 
was nearer in this country today 
than ever before, due to the unrest 
arising from mounting living costs 
The railroad and government de- 
partments had better be assisting “to 
crush profiteering” by the “packers 
and other industries,” he said, than 
“shouting across the table at each 
other” at hearings to consider still 
further increases.

lions. 

“HELL NEARS AMERICA.”

over the country acting as a sales- 
man. 

Distribution of the surplus food 
‘n this manner was requested by the 
House of Representatives and details 
were worked out at conferences be- 
tween Secretary Eaker, Postmaster- 
Burleson and Representative 
Kelly of Pennsvivania, author of the 
House resolution, 

While this programme was bein 
put into effect, President Wilson had 
before him a statement from the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, which declared that “con- 
scienceless profiteering by the great 
interests who have secured control 
of all the necessities of life” had 
brought about such conditions that 
the engineers felt they must demand 
increased wages unless living ex- 
penses speedily were reduced. 

At the Department of Justice in- 
vestigations into the causes of in- 
creased living costs were under way 
with particular att-ntion being given 
to the question of whether produc- 
ers or dealers had combined in vio- 
lation of law to raise prices of ne- 
cessities.

GOVERNMENT VESSELS

DELIVERY OF HUNDRED SHIPS 
TO START AUGUST 10 AND 
CONTINUE DAILY.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—One 
hundred steamships built on the 
Great Lakes during the war have 
been sold by the United States Ship-

The reason the Chinese delegates 
refused to sign the peace treaty 
which gave the political and eco- 
nomic rights in Shantung to Japan 
was because China wants to be free 
to bring the matter before the 
League of Nations, Mr. Wu declared.

Five Regiments of State Guard, Aided by Rain, Clear the 
Streets of Turbulent Element After Thirty-two 
are Dead and a _Thousand Wounded.

nearly 10,000 State troops and policemen were on active duty in the South Side negro quarters. 

- Three negroes died today of bullet wounds, making the official list thirty-two, of whom 
eighteen were negroes, while more than 1000 have been wounded. Only one of the three was 
shot today, although a dozen or more members of both races were wounded in scattered disturb- 
ances.

Food supplies were rushed into 
the negro sections by co-operation of 
the Wholesale Grocers’ Association, 
the police and the troops. The black 
belt remained a barred zone where 
whites might not enter and even 
the guarded trucks of groceries were 
driven only to the “dead line” by 
white chauffeurs, who then were re- 
lieved by negro drivers under police 
escort. 

Many of the poorer negroes were 
reported in dire need of food and 
without funds. Today was pay day 
at the stockyards, but negroes 
feared to go there to draw their 
wages. Thousands of negroes have 
not attempted to go to work all 
week. 

SPORADIC DISORDERS. 


Among today's disorders only two 
involved any considerable number 
of persons, Several hundred whites 
in search of four negroes, who had 
hidden in the stockyards, were 
driven off by militiamen with low- 
ered bayonets after the whites had 
demanded that the blacks be deliv- 
ered to them. No casualties re- 
sulted. 

About 400 white men beat one of 
three negroes severely at Forty-sev- 
enth street and Vincennes avenue 
this afternoon. The other two, 
both armed, escaped after firing a 
few shots. No whites were wounded. 

A negro was beaten by five white 
men at State and Twentieth streets. 

Two of the negroes who died to- 
day were found unconscious on the 
West Side, far from the South Side 
negro sections. 

MAYOR ASKS MORE POLICE. 


Mayor Thompson, in spite of a 
decrease in violence, asked the City 
Council for 2000 additional perma- 
nent policemen.

The police res- 
cued the negro and he was sent 
home in a patrol wagon. 

EXPECTS NO MORE 


Maj. Bauder, police drillmaster, 
temporarily in charge of police riot 
headquarters, tonight ventured the 
opinion that no more serious riots 
would occur. He said the situation 
was so well in hand that, with the 
State troops better distributed, the 
overworked police could be relieved 
tor rest. 

State militiamen are patrolling 
the danger districts on the South 
Side and their appearance on the 
streets has had the effect of sup- 
pressing violent disturbances. They 
were aided in their work by a driy- 
ing rain which kept crowds from 
gathering.

ACT AFTER INVESTIGATION. 

Gen. Dickson reported that the 
Situation was “ominous” and Chief 
of Police Garrity presented a tabula- 
of two policemen slain and thirty- 
one injured. The Fire Chief told 
the Mayor that firemen had an- 
swered forty fire alarms to quench 
blazes in negro homes. With this 
information at hand, the Mayor 
hastily telephoned Gov. Ldwden and 
Gen. Dickson to order the soldiers 
on duty. 

Within a minute orders were 
flashing to the various armories 
where the soldiers had been quar- 
tered for two days, ready for duty. 
Army trucks began to pull up at the 
more distant barracks almost im’? 
mediately, and the soldiers sprang 
aboard. Soldiers housed nearer to 
the scene of action formed into 
companies and marched to their 
stations. 

As the phalanxesa swung with 
steady stride into the riot area, 
rifes on their shoulders and cart- 
ridges on their hips, the roughs 
who had been treading the pave- 
ment looking for fights, disap- 
peared. Some of the gangs sped 
to territory hitherto uninfected by 
terrorism and resumed their unlaw- 
ful occupation, but most of the 
marauders, as rain began to fall, re- 
tired for the night. 

WELCOMED BY LAWABIDERS. 


The, law-abiding negroes who had 
not participated in the rioting and 
fhad been herded within doors for 
three days for fear of attacks, 
rushed outdoors as the tramp of 
the military echoed down the 
Streets of the black belt, watching 
With lightened -countenances the 
march of the men in khaki. 

As each regiment reached its 
headquarters the men were split. 
into patrols of eight, who were 
sent out under noncommissioned 
officers to see that order was pre- 
served. Even the truculent negroes 
for the most part refrained from 
fighting the soldiers and by 2 
o'clock In the morning all was quiet 
in the troop-guarded territory. 

Before the troops had all been 
assigned, there were some minor 
clashes with roughs, however. The 
first melee occurred in front of the 
shop base for the Motor Transport 
Corps at Fifty-first and Wabash 
avenue, Nine negroes, armed with 
revolvers, drove back and forth in 
front of the base, firing promiscu- 
ously, but hitting no one. 


FLYING SQUAD CAPTURED. 


A squad of soldiers soon came up 
and gave chase, capturing the 
negroes after firing zeveral shots at 
them. Ten revolvers and several 
razors were taken from the blacks, 
who were then turned over to the 
police. 

Maj. Macey, in command of six 
companies of the First Reserves, and 
a platoon of his men were fired 
on by snipers at Fifty-eighth street 
and Racine avenue. None of the 
soldiers wae hit and when they

WORK OF HURLEY IS 
PRAISED IN HOUSE. 


REPRESENTATIVE HURDEY 
TELIS ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
IN BUILDING OF SHIPS. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, July 31. — The 
work of Edward N. Hurley, who re- 
tired today as chairman of the Ship- 
ping Board, was praised in a speech 
today in the House by Representa- 
tive Copley of lilinois, Republican. 

“When Hurley was called to the 
Shipping Board that body was not 
only without organization, but was, 
in fact, disorganized,’ said Mr. Cop- 
ley. “The War and Navy depart- 
ments had organizations dating back 
to the birth of the nation. But the 
Shipping Board, a newly created 
body, which had already made two 
false starts, could then be lIikened 
to a free-for-all scramble. And 
while these older organizations rest- 
ed on rock foundations, this new one 
lay on quicksand which had already 
enguifed Bernard N. Baker, Goe- 
thals and Denman. 

“Hurley confronted a_ situation 
that was unparalleled and fraught 
with enormous difficulties and un- 
matched perplexities. No ordinary 
compass could serve asa guide. We 
had ceased to be a maritime nation. 
Our flag had gone from the high 
seas. Such few yards as we had 
were overcrowded with work for the 
navy. There was no reservoir of 
shipyard manarcers to draw upon for 
this emérgency; there were no work- 
ers skilled in shipbuilding to be had. 

“The task he faced required an 
executive ability capable of rapidly 
bringing order out of chaos, of expe- 
ditiously grouping work to be done 
and the sizing up of men capable of 
doing it. In sifting, sorting, co-ordi- 
nating, regulating and systematizing 
the work of the confused organiza- 
tion into which he had been brought, 
Hurley was throwing every ounce of 
his great energy into the gigantic task 
of building an enormous fleet of ships 
from the ground up, finding sites for 
the great number of shipyards that 
had to be bullt before the actual 
work of shipbuilding could be start- 
ed, rushing contracts for their con- 
struction and for the buildings that 
were to house the workers, organ- 
izing and training the industria! 
army that was needed, stimulating 
their efforts with the glory of a pen- 
nant, mobilizing bridge and struc- 
tural steel companies, contracting 
for their output to be employed in 
the fabricated ships and inspiring all 
with his own energy and enthusi- 
asm. 

“Hurley's fob was to build ships 
and his determination was to master 
and overcome the submarine men- 
ace, Which, at the time of the for- 
mulation of his shipbuilding pro- 
gramme for ocean-going tonnage, 
was destroying ships at a rate three 
times greater than they were being 
replaced. At the close of hostilities 
he was building ships faster than 
they were being sunk and the United 
States was replacing ships where 
other nations at war had failed.” 


SHARE IN INDEMNITY 
IS NOT YET SETTLED. 


EACH NATION IS RESPONSIBLE 
FOR DEBTS OF NATIONALS IN 
OTHER COUNTRIES. 


[BY 4. P. DAY WME.) 
WASHINGTON, July 31.—Ber- 


nard M. Baruch, economic adviser 
to the American peace delegation, 


told the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee today that he thought 
the question whether the United 
States should receive a part of the 
indemnity to He paid by Germany 
still was an open one. 

Senator Knox, Republican, Penn- 
syivania;* said he understood from 
the President's mcrsage to the Sen- 
ate in submitting the peace treaty 
that the United States was to have 
no part of the indemnity, but Mr. 
Baruch replied that he thouxcht this 


and did not represent a definite de- 
cision. 

The English text of the treaty 
says the division of indemnity shall 
be “in proportions which, have been 
determined,” but Mr. Baruch point- 
ed out that the French text more 
properly should be translated “shall 
be determined.” In this Chairman 
Lodge agreed. 

Explaining how international debts 
are to be paid under the treaty, Mr. 
Baruch said each nation was made 
responsible for the debts of its na- 
tionals abroad until an internationa! 
balance was struck. 

If the United States declined to ac- 
cept the section of the treaty, he 
said, claims of German subjects § in 
this country would have to be prose- 
cuted in the American courts while 
claims of Americtin citizens in Ger- 
many would come before a mixed 
tribunal. | 

Mr. Baruch aa'd there was noth- 
ing in the treaty to prevent Ameri- 
and Germans as individuals 
from eettling their private aacounts. 

Bradley Palmer, another financia! 
adviser, interrupted to say that prop- 
erty rights of American individuals 
were “clearly protected, more so than 
those of any other nationals.” 

Mr. Palmer said the pre-war claim 
of any American citizen against Ger- 
many could be paid by the Amer!i- 
can government out of alien enemy 
nseets.

ON PEACE BASIS. 


Pre-War Prices Resumed at 


Midnight. 


Government Gives up All 
Wire Control. 


Western Union in Indiana 


Loses Legal Fight. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, July 31.—When con- 
trol of the telegraph systems of the 
country is formally relinquished by 
the government at midnight a reduc- 


tion of 20 per cent. in rates will be 
made immediately on the lines of the 
Postal company, but the Western 
Union will retain the schedule put 
into effect after the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral took contro! on April 1. 

Clarence H. Mackay, president of 
the Postal, announced late today 
that the rate reduction would be 
made ‘in accordance with its prom- 
ise to the public.” He qualified the 
announcement, however, by saying 
that if expenses continued to mount 
charges might have to go with them. 

Newcomb Carlton, president of the 
Western Union, who alsa has been 
in charge of the cable systems con- 
trolled by the government since last 
December. declared, on the other 
hand: “We cannot see our way clear 
te do better than we are doing at 
this time.” 

Neither would discuss the possi- 
bility of a long coneéqued “rate war.” 

In his announcement Mr. Mackay 
explained that the 20 per cent. re- 
duction reported the increase which 
Postmaster-General Burleson put 
into effect, . including leased wire 
rates, and that the rates would be 
restored to what they were before 
the government took over the lines. 

“In doing this,” he said, “we wish 
to state that if taxes and expenses 
continue to increase it will be neces- 
sary for the company to ask the in- 
dulgence of the public in again ad- 
vancing telegraph rates for the whole 
or part of this 20 per cent.” 

NIGHT LETTER RATE STANDS. 

Present rates on night letters, he 
said, would not be disturbed, but 
probably would be reduced a little 
later. The head of the Postal com- 
pany said the return of the wires 
to their owners marked the end of 
“a powerful effort by the Postmas- 
ter-General and the Bell Telephone- 
Western Union companies to elimi- 
nate the competition of the Postal 
Telegraph Cable Company.” 

In a statement on the stand of 
the Western Union, Mr. Carlton said: 
“fhe Western Union wires reach 22,- 
525 separate communities. The only 
other telegraph system reaches 1700 
communities, or less than 8 per cent. 
of the total number served by the 
Western Union. The offices in over 
20,000 small communities exclusive- 
ly served by our wires are unprofit- 
able to the company, yet such offices 
are essential to the country at large 
and must be maintained.” 

Needs of Western Union employees 
for higher wages, he said, were rec- 
ognized and they represented 66 per 
cent, of the total cost of providing 
the service. He declared the West- 
ern Union would strive to pay its 
employees wages commensurate with 
the high cost of living and would 
“ask a very moderate and wholly 
defensible income” on the -return 
“for serving the whole public.”

Federal Commission is Sure of 
Evidence Presented. 


Sought to Involve a Federal 
Official in Plot. 


Shipments to Nation’s Enemies 
is Shown by Britain. : 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.! 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—The 
Federal Trade Commission ‘in a re- 
port to the Senate today undertook 
to show that the packers sought to 
be relieved of making returns on 
their profits from foreign business, 
and thus escape payment of heavy 
additional income taxes. 

Levy Mayer of Chicago, counsel 
for Armour & Co., and Col. George 
A. Sanderson, now secretary of the 


United States Senate, were named 
Ly the commission as the repre- 
sentatives of the packers in their 
efforts to have the order requiring 
the returns rescinded. 

The commission's report was 
made in response to a_ resolution 
proposed by Senator Sherman of 
Illinois, and recently adopted by 
the Senate, calling for al} docu- 
ments, papers and other data bear- 
ing on alleged negotiations between 
the commission and British govern- 
ment officials and tending to Iniure 
the packers" export trade. The 
commission submitted a large vol- 
ume of papers and other data, but 
entered a fiat dental that it had 


aided in any proceeding by the 
British government against the 
packers. 


Included itn the report was a let- 
ter by Chairman Fort of the com- 
mission to Commissioner Victor 
Murdock, tn which he dented hav- 
ing any communication with any 
British official 
port trade. 


AFRAID OF TAXATION. 


“The onlv incident that I can re- 
call having to do with the Ameri- 
can packers’ export trade was at the 
time the Federal Trade Commission 
called for a report as to the opera- 
tions of the foreign business of the 
packers,” Chairman Fort wrote. 
“At this time Mr. Levy Mayer, rep- 
resenting Armour & Co., said to me 
that the real reason that the re- 
turns should not be made was that 
it might involve very heavy addi- 
tional payment of income tax to the 
United States government on the 
part of his client and Iikewtlse 
might lead to taxation in Argentina 
and other foreign countries. . 

“Mr. Maver exhibited a list of a 
number of companies doine business 
in Argentina. As you! remember, I 
Was very much outraged at the sug- 
gestion that I could or would be 
party to the defrauding of this gov- 
ernment, or being a rfovernment 
official, would be a party to a de- 
cention of a friendly foreign gov- 
ernment. As vou remember, T re- 
ported the circumstances !mme- 
diately to my colleagues and fur- 
ther discussion of the matter of the 
returns of the foreign branches of 
the packing companies was ter- 
minated, and I am informed the 
desired information was demanded 
and secured without any further 
delay.” 

In this connection, Commission- 
er William B. Colver, in a letter to 
Mr. Murdock, wrote: 

OPPOSITION STRENUOUS. 

“In the matter of the reports of 
the five large packing concerns in 


Chicago with respect to their for- 
eign business, I remember that 
very great opposition was made to 
making those returns. 
torneys and agents of these com- 
panies visited the commission and 
visited various commissioners. 
think Mr. Henry Veeder addressed 
the commission on the subject, but 
I was not present at the time. I 
was present on one occasion when 
Mr. Levy Mayer discussed’ the 
matter tn Gov. Fort's office and it is 
my recollection that Col. George A 
Sanderson, who then represented 
one of the packing firms here in 
Washington, discussed the matter 
with me.” 

- Summarizing its report, the com- 
mission made these statements: 

The correspondence having to do 
with the agencies of the British 
government, particularly inquired 
about by the resolution, was in the 
nature of requests for information: 
not’ the giving of information. Most 
of these requests apparently were 
disregarded by the British officials 
In no case was any information 
volunteered or given on any topic 
within the scope of the resolution, 
with the exception of a letter writ- 
ten by the librarian of ‘the com- 
mission requesting an exehange of 
published reports concerning the 
war regulation of commodities, to- 
bacco only being specifically men- 
tioned.

“The world war was an epoch- 

making event, and we are on the 
threshhold of a new era during 
which we shall be obliged to live 
our lives under conditions in many 
respects radicaliy different from 
those of the past. The three char- 
acteristics of the new era are de- 
velopment of a number of new na- 
tions; of a political organization of ' 
the world, and of universal democ- 
racy. 
“The development of new nations 
will involve the settlement of diffi- 
cult boundary disputes, the revision 
of the trade and immigration poli- 
cies of every country and the re- 
leasing of powerful scientific artie- 
tic, social’ political 
forces. 

“Whatever is the fate of the cove- 
mant of the League of. Nations, at 
some 
form of world organization will be 
forced by the problems of interna- 
tlonal intercourse and this or- 
ganization will force a revision of 
our present ideas of nationalism and 
the opening of a new chapter in the 
political history of the world. 

"The world war has closed the 
first chapter in the history of de- 
mocrecy, the overthrow of autoc- 
racy and oligarchy. The new era

opens the second chapter which will 
probably be characterized at the 
heginning by attempts of the masses 
to exploit and destroy their previous 
exploiters. 

‘This phase will be temporary 
speedy disappearance of the so-called

ONFISCATION IN TOLEDO. 
After twenty years of agitation, fn 
which has been injected all the known ~ 
“isms” of the Socialists and the walking 
delegates of the trade unions, the city of 
Toledo, O., enjoys the distinction of having 
a City Council which has passed an “ouster 
ordinance” ordering the traction company 
to remove its property from the city’s 
streets before the first of August. Because 
of an advance in fares the street car com- 
pany is ordered by the Council to tear up 
its tracks, give up its franchise and get 
out—confiscation pure and simple. 

Of course this will not happen. Several 
times in the past it has been necessary for 
some outside agency to come to the rescue 
and save for Toledo public necessities 
which the agitators sought to destroy. In 
this instance it is more than probable that 
the Federal courts will provide protection 
which may to some extent counterbalance 
the destructive forces from within.

Theories evolved in the minds of agitat- 
ors who have little or no conception of 
what is necessary to finance a corporation 
as large as a trolley company have foun’ 
fertile soil for rapid growth in Toledo ever 
since the days of Mayor “Golden Rule” 
Jones and at no time has the Toledo Rail- 
Ligat Company been free from socialistic 
legislation which has hampered its move- 
ments to such an extent that it has been 
impossible to make the improvements the 
rapid growth of the city has demanded. 

Not only the company, but the car-riders, 
have suffered from this state of affairs un- 
til now the city faces a possibility of being 
without car service at all. Should this 
condition prevail it is the laboring people 
who will suffer most, while those with more 
money will continue to go their way in 
atittomobiles undisturbed by the situation. 

Traction companies in all parts of the 
country have been complaining for months 
that they are being forced to operate at a 
loss and have offered by all means possible 
to prove their claims to the public.

Harry Duffill is Winner by 
Supreme Court Decision. 


Provision Cutting Share for 
Marrying Held Invalid. 


Property Involved Valued at 
Two Million Dollars. 


Word that the State Supreme 
Court had affirmed the decision of 
Superior Judge Reeves, in the mat- 
ter of the distribution of the estate 
of Eugene A. Duffill, both as to 
Harry Duffill, objector and appel- 
lant; Albert Duf™fill, a minor by his 
guardian; Martha Duffill, and the 
Los Angeles Trust and Savings Bank, 
executor and trustee under the will 
ef Eugenie A. Duffill, was received 
here yesterday. 

The will of Mrs. Duffill was  @rawn 
September 10, 1914, and she died 
January 7, 1916. At that time Harry 
Duffill was living with his mother, 
and Martha Duflll, his wife, and 
their son, Albert, were living some- 
where else. She had brought suit 
against Harry Duffill for divorce and 
Mrs. Alice McNamara was named as 
co-respondent. An interlocutory de- 
cree of divorce was granted the 
wife, December 16, 1914, and a final 
decree followed on December 16, 
1915. The next Gay, it seems, Dufflll 
and Mrs. McNamara were married. 

The principal part of Eugenie A. 
Dufflll’s estate consisted of 4467 
shares of stock of the Grasselli 
Chemical Company, of the par value 
of $446,700, now worth, it is said, 
over $2,000,000. Under the wi 
Harry Duffill was to be paid $400 
a year out of the income from the 
property, provided he did not marry 
Mrs. McNamara, but if he did, he 
was to receive but $1000 a year 
from the same source.

Breaks Contract with Bostons 
in Chicago July 13. 


Head of American League

CHICAGO, July 31.—Carl Mays, 
the big Boston pitcher, who was 
traded yesterday by the Boston 
Americans to the New £4York 
Yankees, has* been suspended in- 
definitely by B. B. Johnson, presi- 
dent of the American League. The 
suspension is the result of the 
desertion from the Boston club by 
Mays in Chicago, July 13. Mays had 


/a three-year contract with the Bos- 


ton club and when he left the club 
he broke his contract, Mr. Johnson 
declared. 

The deal which was consummated 
in New York yesterday is not ap- 
proved by Mr. Johnson, who said 
that he was surprised to think that 
any club owner should be dickering 
for a player who acted as Mays did. 

“Baseball cannot tolerate such 4 
breach of discipline,” said Mr. John- 
son, in suspending the player. 

HAD TO ACT. 

“It was up to the owners of the 
Boston club to suspend Carl Mays 
for breaking his contract, and when 
they failed to do so, it is my duty as 
head of the American League to act. 
Mays will not play with any club 
until the suspension is raised. He 
should have reported to the Boston 
club before they made any trades 
or sale.” 

Mr. Johnson today notified Owner 
Frazee of Boston and the owners of 
the New York club of the suspen- 
sion of Mays. 

The trade by which Carl Mays, 
underhand pitcher of the Boston 
Americans, was transferre:i to the 
New York Americans, took rank to- 
day among the biggest transactions 
financially in the history of base- 


PAY BIG SUM.

000 In cash for Mays, in addition tv

York team, was the most likely 
choice of the Boston club among 
the six players available. With this 
choice exercised, the Red Sox man- 
agement is expected to consummate 
a deal now pending which has as its 
object the acquisition by Boston of 
Scott Perry, pitcher of the Philadel- 
phia Athletics. Boston probably 
will offer Pratt and another player, 
with $15,000 for Perry, it is said. 


NEW YORK, July 81.—Jacob 
Ruppert and T. L. Huston, owners 
of the New York American League 
Club, expressed indignation today 
when informed by B. Ban Johnson, 
league president, that he had 
definitely suspended Carl Mays, the 
pitcher New York procured yester- 
day from the Boston club for three 
players and a cash sum estimated 
at $40,000.

He spent all of last week 
in the city as guest vf the Philhar- 
monic Association, becoming ac- 
quainted with the players and their 
capabilities and going over the 
plans for the season with Manager 
Behymer. 

Rothwell left for the East via San 
Francisco. He wiil be the guest of 
Alfred Hertz and the San Francisco 
| Association, which is 
lending every assistarice to the Phil- 
Afterward he 
will\\travel to Butte, Mont., to see 
W. \A. Clark at his summer home. 
Then he will go to New York, via 
Chicago, and arrange for the pur- 
chase of a library and cancel his 
orchestral engagements scheduled 
for New York and Brooklyn next 
season. 

The campaign conducted by Man- 
ager Behymer in selecting the new 
conductor proved interesting. His 
personal acquaintanceship with Os- 
sip Gabriowitsch, Josef Hoffmann, 
Leopold wodowsky, W. H. Brennan, 
manager of the Boston Symphony. 
George Engels of the New York 
Philharmonic, E. A. Stein of the 
Minneapolis Orchestra and many 
Prominent conductors, soloists and 
managements, gave him the op- 
portunity of asking their unprej- 
udiced opinions on various names 
submitted.

HARRIS CAUSES 
COURT UPROAR. 


Battling Like Madman, has to 
be Forcibly Subdued. 


Women Jurors on Verge of 
Fainting During Melee, 


Prisoner Carried from Court 
by 


Fighting like a madman, Lewis 
B. Harris, charged with looting the 
First National Bank and postoffice 
at Artesia of $21,000 in Liberty 
Bonds, stamps and money, March 25, 
burst all bounds during his trial 
before Judge Taft, yesterday, and 
had to be subdued by deputy sher- 
iffs and court attaches. Dist.-Atty. 
Woolwine later considered the ques- 
tion of causing an inquiry into his 
sanity, but finally decided against 
it. 


Harris had caused a disturbance, 
Wednesday, when he interrupted 
George R. Frampton, president of 
the bank and Artesia postmaster, 
while testifying. He was under sus- 
picion yesterday, and Deputy Sher- 
iffs Anderson and Lips sat near him, 
with Railiff Marva Alien near by, i 

case Harris caused any disturbance. 
The opportunity for the desperate\ 


of the court for the afternoon ses- 
sion. Detective Frank E. McCabe 
of Denver was recalled to tho stand, 
he not having concluded his testi- 
mony at the morning session of 
court. The witness had identified a 
handful of .38-caliber revolver shells 
as having been taken from the left 
pocket of a pair of pants found in 
Harris's apartment in Denver, when 
Harris, no longer able to hold his 
rage, rose in his seat, and shouted,

Deputy Sheriff Anderson sprang 
at Harris to bear him down to the 
chair, but the prisoner was too tough 
for him, and Bailiff Allen lent his 
assistance. 
Harris, kicking and. squirn.ing, in 
spite of the efforts of the oificers, 
managed to blurt out, “I paid him.”

But the utterance he was about to 
make was smothered in his throat, 
for the officers who were trying to 
master him were joined by Deputy 
Sheriff Lips, Officer Rich and several

Harris. was equal to the entire 
bunch, for he arched up his back, 
and doubling himself up like a let- 
ter 8, it was almost impossible to 
handle him. 

“Gag him! Gag him!" rang 
through the audience, which, by this 
time, was at a white heat and a 
number of men spectators were 
about to jump over the railing. 

“Get the gag,” said the court, in 
a voice trembling with excitement, 
“the processes of this court must be 
observed. This man must be looked 
after and compelled to obey the 
rules that obtain in an orderly as- 
sembly.” 

Meanwhile, a half-dozen officers 
were wrestling with Harris. and they 
were not making much progress, 
Both Attorney Guy Eddie for 
the defense and Deputy Dist.- 
Atty. Clark were wildly gesticulat- 
ing, but just what they said it was 
almost impossible to catch. Attor- 
ney Eddie protested against the use 
of the gag on his client. Deputy 
Clark shouted in a staccato voice 
that the officers were justified in tak- 
ing any measures to keep Harris 
quiet, 

Harris, in the hands of the half- 
dozen officers, was shouting in his 
rage, while others stood by to lend 
a hand if he got the better of the 
deputy sheriffs. He fought like a 
tiger, and had to be carried into the 
chambers of Judze Taft. 

The jury was all a-quiver with ex- 
citement, and several of the women 
members of the panel were on the 
verge of fainting. 

After Harris had been carried in- 
te the chambers, Attorney Eddie 
stated that he regreted what had 
taken place, but confessed his in- 
ability.to do anything with Harris. 
He declared that it had come to his 
notice recently that Harris had been 
acquitted of the charge of receiving 
stolen property on the ground that 
he was insane. He stated that he 
could not account for his actions 
in any other way than that he was 
mentally unbalanced, and suggest- 
ed that Harris be committed to the 
psycopathic ward of the County Hos- 
pital, where his mental condition 
mnay be inquired into. 

While this was going on, Harris 
was again brought back into the 
courtroom. He had not been gagged, 
as been suggestod by the 
court. 

“He got my grip and the num- 
ber of my telephone,” again shout- 
ed Harris, pointing to McCabe, who 
was still on the stand, a silent wit- 
ness to the exciting ecene. 

“Take him out and put a gag 
into his mouth,” said Judge Taft, 
“we cannot stand this sort of an in- 
terruption.” 

Again Harris was carried into the 
chambers of Judge Taft. 

Attorney Eddie thereupon said 
there were some things about this 
case amd the part that the police 
of Denver had played in it that re- 
quired some investigation, saying 
that Harris claimed that $750 had 
been taken from the prisoner by 
someone in Denver connected with 
the police force. He had a wit- 
ness, a wealthy rancher living in 
Ontario, who knew something about 
the matter, he stated. 

“That has nothing to do with this 
prosecution,” yelled Denuty Clarke. 

Following, Judge Taft asked Dep- 
uty Sheriff Lips to secure a gag to 
close the mouth of Harris. Mean- 
while. Harris was surrounded by a 
cordon of deputy sheriffs, in Judge 
Taft's chambers, and was in a rage 
of tears. It was at first intended to 
forces the gag into his mouth and 
return him to the court-room, but 
seeing that it was getting late, with 
no prospect that the orderly pro- 
ceedings could be resumed during 
the afternoon, Judge Taft called the 
jury and dismissed the panel until 
today at 10 a.m.

NINE MILLIONS. 


“Dry” Era Hits City Hard; 
Much Pruning Result. 


Dollar Tax Maximum is Too 
Low, Councilmen Say. 


Fire, Police, Health and @ther 
Departments Suffer. 


A municipal budget providing for 
the expenditure of $9,581,246.25 for 
the fiscal year of 1919-20 was adopt- 
ed by the Council, yesterday morn- 
ing. The appropriation for gov- 
ernmental activities ig placed at 


$6,837,000, and $2,744,246.25 will go 
for interest and sinking funds on the 
various bond issues. 

In submitting its budget and re- 
port to the Council, the Budget 
Committee, composed of Counciimen 
Criswell and Fleming, 

“Owing to the loss of revenue that 
will occur through the adoption of 
prohibition, your committee was 
obliged to demand severe reductions 
in the departmental estimates of ex- 
penditures. Due to the fact that 
the tax levy of $1 on each $100 of 
assessed valuation for municipal 
purposes, as fixed by the charter 
thirty years ago, when the city was 
only one-twelfth its present size, is 
insuMicient to meet the normal 
needs of the city, your committee 
was forced to make deductions in 
the engineering, police, fire, health, 
park and playground departments 
that we do not believe are for the 
best interests of public service, but 
were necessary on account of the 
_dimit of taxation above referred 


- The total amount deducted from 
the departmental estimates of ex- 
penditure wag $1,445,306. 

Salary ordinances for the ensu- 
ing year, and a resolution permit- 
ting the various departments to ex- 
pend one-twelfth of their annual 
allowance per month were adopted 
by the Council. 

The next step in the city’s finan- 
cla] programme will be the setting 
of the tax rate. The County Asses- 
sor has delivered to the City Au- 
ditor the tax rolls on all city prop- 
erty, and the latter official is now 
working out the schedule of the 
general city tax rate and the spe- 
cial rates for the various districts 
where special Lond issues are be- 
ing carried.

TWICE DEFINED. 


Moral Offense, Charges Wife 
Seeking Maintenance, 


Husband Holds He Meant His 
Way of Leaving Spouse. 


And Counters with Plea for 
Decree of Divorce. 


Intimate letters from man and 
wife were introduced in evidence 
yesterday in a contest in Jydge 
Wellborn’s court over a suit for 
separate maintenance brought by 
Mrs. Madeline M. Fisher against 
Loren G. Fisher. The wife is fight- 
ing for custody of her two chil- 
dren and for separate maintenance. 
adhering to a strong disbelief in di- 
vorce.

been handed down by Judge Works.
